When comparing 
the performances of such craft as the 
Viper and Cobra—turbine destroyers of 
extreme speed which were built some 
years ago for the Navy and were Jost at 
sea —with the present turbine destroyers, 
the increased severity of the modern 
trials must be taken into account. It 
may be ‘confidently. asserted that a 
British destroyer which does 33 knots 
under existing conditions is really faster 
than one which claimed or achievéd 36 
under the old rules.

in a more solemn way) E trust that this 
will, to some extent, not exactly on- 


courage appeals from my decisions, but 
at least ussure the profession that I en- 
deavour, as far ay porsible, to look at the 
caso from a fresh standpoint if such is put 
beforo the Full Court on more solemn 
arbitration, Now, in this case there was 
afresh standpoint put forward ; Dut before 
dealing with it, I desire to say that this was 
eminently a case in which a second argu- 
ment was rightly put beforo the Court, 
quite ‘apart, from the fact that it hn 
produced a difference of opinion between 
the Judges.
